1. (Original) A portable signal light, wherein the portable signal light is provided with a 
tubular light emitting lamp portion which is telescopically fitted to a tubular grip portion, the 
light emitting lamp portion has a battery for a power source and a plurality of light emitting 
diodes which can be turned on by the battery built-in, said grip portion is provided with an 
infrared remote control sending apparatus for controlling the lighting of said light emitting 
diode, and said light emitting lamp portion is provided with an infrared remote control receiving 
apparatus for receiving the control signal from said infrared remote control sending apparatus so 
as to control the lighting of said light emitting diode. 

2. (Original) A portable signal light, wherein the portable signal light is provided with a 
tubular or bar-like support portion which is telescopically fitted to the tubular grip portion, and 
the support portion is provided with the light emitting lamp portion which has a battery for a 
power source and a plurality of light emitting diodes which can be turned on by the battery built- 
in, said grip portion is provided with the infrared remote control sensing apparatus for 
controlling the lighting of said light emitting diode, and said light emitting lamp portion is 
provided with the infrared remote control receiving apparatus for receiving the control signal 
from said infrared remote control sending apparatus so as to control the lighting of said light 
emitting diode. 

3. (Original) A portable signal light as claimed in claim 1 or 2, wherein said infrared 
remote control sending apparatus is detachably provided in said grip portion. 

4. (Original) A portable signal light as claimed in claim 2, wherein the light emitting 
lamp portion is detachably mounted to the support portion.
